hand in the Intrigues that ate carrying on in Poland 
againft him. 

The Amfterdam Courant of the 29th fays, in the 
Article from Vienna dated the 12th, that Monfeur 
Bruininx is return’d ro Vienna. 

From Tyrol, March 7. We have Advice that the 
French and Bavarians are drawing together near Ro- 
fenheim, with defign to make a new Irruption into 
this Province by Kufftein, in order to attempt a 2d 
time to pafs into Italy.But we are in no fear of them, 
the Mountains being all cover'd with Snow 3 foot 
deep, and the Militia being order’d to draw together 
at Rattenberg-to defend the new Lines that are made 
there,and which the Enetmics muit be oblig'd ro force 
if they would enter the Country. We have receiv'd 
coafiderable Reinforcements of Men, and a great 
quantiry of Ammunition from the neighbourin 
Provinces ; and our Regents have given fuch goo 


Orders every where, that we fhall undoubtedly be 


able to repulfe the Zinemy. 

Amfterdam, March 28. Letters from Aichftat of 
the 27th inftant tell us, that the Militia of the Upper 
Auftria in number above 20000 Men, commanded 
by the Generals Gronfvelt and Tramp, with fome 
Regular Troops, after having fore’d and levell'd the 
Lines near Paffau, have invaded Bavaria,where they 
savage and ruine the Country ; and thar the Militia 
of Tyrol, 15000 Men ftrong, are about to make a 
like Irruption on their fide, to prevent the Attempts 
of the Bavarians who have lately threaten’d Tyrol. — 
_ By Letters from Frankfort of the 23d of this Month 
we learn, that the Prince of Baden, who is at Af 
chaffemburg, is very ill of the Gout; yet does not 
neglect co give the neceffary Orders for the March of 
the Troops» Thofe of Lunenburg are ready, and wait 
for the laft Order, as do alfo fome Palatine Regi+ 
ments, te.move whither it fhall be judg’d convenient. 
The Troops of Heffe Caffel, that are in the Service 
of the StaresGeneral, and thofe of the Circle of the 
Upper Rhine, will within 3 or 4 days encamp near 


Manheim. Thefe Letters affure us, that the Lines | 
of Stolhoffen ate in a good State of Defence, as well 


as thofe that are thrown up near Bregents.
